CAL TECH HONOR 
SYSTEM IS SUCCESS 


“That the success of any honor 
depends upon each individual  in- 
volved, upon his sense of honor, and 
upon his desire to place loyalty to his 
college and to the system above any 
selfish motive,’ is the theory of the 
California Institute of Technology. 

The honor system is an established 
tradition which has been proved a 
success. Before entering the college, 
any student becomes fully aware of 
the respect paid this system. 

The board of control is composed 
of ten voting members, four seniors, 
three juniors, two sophs, one fresh- 
man, the student body president, vice- 
president who is the chairman of 
the board, and the student body sec- 
retary. The latter has neither vote, 
nor power of discussion. 

Any person who sees another 
cheating in an examination, stands 
up and_ reports tothe class that 
someone is using dishonest methods. 
If the violator continues his action, 
after the witness has made the re- 
port to the entire class, then it be- 
comes the latter’s duty to report to 
the board of control. 

The board collects all available in- 
formation in_ regard to the case, 
after which it decides upon dismis- 
sal or punishment. The faculty 
usually acts upon the recommen- 
dation of the board. This entire pro- 
ceedings is given no publicity. 

The ‘honor system applies on the 
campus as well as in class rooms. 


The annual junior college confer- 
ence, to be held Saturday October 
8, at Chaffee junior college will be 
attended by Dean McKee Fisk, T. H.
